in prices and charges for

Expected When Conditions 
Change 

Saskatchewan received 192,958 tn- 
migrants in the decade 1913-1922, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by thé 
provincial bureau of labor and indus- 
tries. |‘ Over 45,000 newrsettlers came 
into the,province in 1912 and over 
44,000 in 1913. The war years were 
poor immigration yéars. The lowgst 
point was reached in 1915, when only 
5,182 immigrants came into the prov- 
ince. A revival took place in the 
Tast years of the war but after the 
armistice there was another slump 
and in 1922 the total number of new 


settlers coming in was only 8,184. 
When it is remembered that be- 


tween 1901 and 1911 Saskatchewan's 
population increased from 91,279 to 
492,432 the figures for 1913-1922 are 
disappointing; but two impoftant fac- 
tors must be borne in mind. The 
heavy immigration during the first de- 
cade of the century filled up a large 
portion of the free land in this prov- 
ince and left poorer pickings for those 
who were to come later. The war 
and its after-effects upon agriculture 
were bound to have a depressing in- 
fluence upon immigration to a prov- 
ince that is predominantly agricultur- 
al. When these factors are taken 
into consideration the drop in immi- 
gration to Saskatchewan during the 
past decade does not appear so omin- 
ous.

and a climate as_ stimulating; and 
there is mo doubt that another heavy 
influx of settlers will occur as soon as 
agriculture is made profitable for 
them.

A 
month ago there were 1,137,000 people 
out of work. Various expedients have 
been resorted to by the government 
to create employment; but none has 
been successful in greatly lessening 
the number of those who have to be 
assisted from the uublic treasury. The 
drain on national finances has been 
very considerable, which must be tak- 
en into consideration In levying taxes; 
and the effect on the national morale 
has not been good. 

A certain proportion of the human 
race would rather live on charity than 
on the proceeds of honest labor. The 
proportion of such in the United King- 
dom is probably as small as In any 
other country, but the “dole” system 
is not caleulated to diminish it. A 
searcity of maids is reported—and ex- 
plained on the ground that during the 
war the young women left domestic 
service to work in the factorles, and 
now they prefer drawing doles to go- 
ing back to domestic service, A num- 
fer of the Old Country harvesters who

the Bread kept at 140 
degrees Fahrenheit was quite fresh at 
the end of forty-eight hours, but when 
the temperature was reduced to 122 
degrees the bread began to grow stale 
and continued to increase in staleness 
down to about three degrees below 
the freezing point.

Would Protect Migratory Birds 


Legislation Sought in U.S, to Provide 
For Bird Sanctuaries 

National legislation which would. 
provide finances to carry out the pro 
visions of a treaty entered into with 
Great Britain several years ago to in- 
sure the protection of migratory birds, 
both insectivorous and game, which 
travel between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, is sought by American 
sportsmen, 

A bill sponsored last February by 
Senator Harry S. New, now  post- 
master-general, providing for the issu- 
ance of government Hicenses at $1 
each for the privilege of hunting 
migratory game birds, which was de- 
feated in, the House by a small mar- 
gin after passing the Senate by a 
large majority, is to be presented in 
this Congress by Representative 
Daniel Anthony, of Kansas. 

Approximately half of the proceeds 
of the licenses, unde the provisions 
of the bill, will be used for the pur- 
chases of areas suitable for bird 
refuges and the remainder expended 
for affording them proper care and 
protection.

Migration Of Birds 


Did Not Always Migrate From Canada 
According to Scientists 

According to scientists birds did not 
always migrate from Canada when the 
winter months came. Before? the 
glacial period the country was warm 
and inhabitable all the year round for 
bird life. As the ice approached very 
gradually it enforced retreats and ab- 
sences—at first only a short distance 
and a brief time—increased both in 
distance and duration until migration 
became necessary to the birds, As 
the ice advanced soythward the swing 
to the north in spring migration was 
shortened and the fall retreat length- 
ened in proportion until the glacial 
period birds were, for most part, con- 
fined to middle South America. But 
the habit of migration had been form. 
ed, and when the ice receded the birds 
followed it, and in time established 
their present migration routes,

‘Taking ‘as his subject, “Common ' 
Problems of the United States and) 
Canada,” Ton, Charles Stewart, min- 
ister of the interlor, Canada, in an ad- 
dvoss in Chicago before the Industrial 
Club, an organization of leading bust. 
ness men of that city, reviewed some 
of the more important of the Innum- 
erable subjects on which the interests 
of the two countries meet. The ad- 
dress covered a wide field but dealt 
more particularly with those questions 
which have to do with the develop- 
ment and conservation of natural re- 
sources, *° ; 

At the outset Mr. Stewart took oc- 
casion to point out the tendency, in 
discussing Canadian-American  rela- 
tions, to overemphasize boundary 
matters which, owing to the character 
of the problems they involved and to 
the co-operative arrangements neces- 
sary to deal with them, naturally re- 
celyed a great deal of publicity, He 
expressed the view that the most pow- 
erful forces linking the United States 
and Canada were not those that gave 
rise to a chain of co-operative enter- 
prises along the boundary, but rather 
those that crossed the lne—mutual 
interests and influences almost infin. 
ite in number and variety. 

Im this connection Mr. Stewart in- 
stanced the case of the agricultural 
development of the United States and 
Canada, and the influence that each 
country had exerted upon the other 
with respect to the adyance, first, of 
pioneer settlement and later of per- 
manent agriculture. Mr. Stewart re- 
called that through a long series of 
decades there was an almost constant 
atream of Canadian farmers of the 
best pioneer stock flowing in to build 
up the immense agricultural domain 
of the states of the west and middle 
west. They joined” forces in Mécht- 
gan and Kansas and Nebraska with 
the army of land-seekers from the} 
Obio valley and from east of the Al- 
leghanies and Appalachians. Later, 
not so many years ago, the advance of 
land settlement swept northward to 
the prairies of Western Canada and 
the United States’ settler became one 
of the chief factors in the coloniza- 
tion of what were now the provinces 


of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. - 


“Great as are our common interests 
along the border,” sald Mr. Stewart, 
“there is nothing in our co-opera-|} 
tive boundary undertakings to com-| 
pare in international importance edad 
the mutual influences exerted by this 
ebb and flow of pioneer stock to build} 
up the farming communities, first of| 
one country and then of the other.” 

Touching very briefly on the subject 
of immigration, Mr. Stewart assured | 
his audience that Canada had no in 
tention whatever of becoming an ante- 
room for the illicit intveduction of im- 
migrants into the United States. Every 
precaution was belng taken by Cana- 
dian immigration authorities to pre 
vent this being done. Moreover,}| 
Canada had a direct interest in ob- 
serving the working out of the meth- 
ods taken by~the United States to con- 
trol immigration and to build up the 
highest possible standards of citizen- 
ship. Canada’s interest in this prob- 
lem was a personal one, because Cana- 
dian siatesmen realized that the! 
gtowih of the Dominion during the} 
present century was likely to develop 
many of the same features that char- 
acterized United States growth dw 
ing the past two or three generations. 
Mr, Stewart avoided any discussion ot! 
the pariicular phases -into which the 
problem of assimilaling millions of 
persons of alien birth and parentage 
resolved itself, but he said that Cana- 
dian authorities would study the re- 
sults of United States efforts to deal 
with this problem as being the most 
valuable guide for the shaping of Can-|

Would Harness Tides 


Huge Power Scheme is Mooted on 
Atlantic Coast 
A proposal to harness the tides of 


and New Brunswick and create one of 
the largest power projects in the world 
to supply industries in Hastern Can- 
ada and Maine, is being studied by 
engineers of the federal power com- 
mission, haying been submitted by 
Dexter P. Cooper, brother and bust- 
ness associate of Hugh L. Cooper, 
government enginecr = at Muscle 
Shoals, 

Although ‘it would involve millions 
of dollars and take years to complete, 
some of the features of the proposal 
as far as it has been examined, are 
regarded as practicable by the com- 
mission's experts. 

The plan calls for the construction 
of dams five miles dong across Pas- 
samaquoddy Bay on the international 
boundary, with a power plant situated 
between an upper and lower reservoir, 
having a development of approximate- 
ly 500,000 horsepower. A number of 
gates would be installed in the bay 
to release the great flood tide into the 
upper port and empty the lower one 
at low tide. It was estimated that a 
stream of water about the extent of 
Niagara would be continually = run- 
ning through the gates. 

The feasibility of building huge 
dams without destroying the harbor 
in Passamaquoddy Bay is _ being 
studied by the experts. 

While Cooper proposes to instal 
ship locks in the dams to offset this 
objection the engineers believe their 
success would be doubtful, due to| 
extremely rough weather continu: } 
ally sweeping the harbor.

It Is the Gluten in Flour Which is 
Nutritious and Flesh-Forming 
The word bread comes from an old| 
expression, bray, meaning to pound.)

loaves were made had to be pounded, 
or brayed. Gradually the word chang- 


ed to bread, meaning that which is 
pounded. 

Bread has been made from roots, | 
fruits and the bark of trees, but 
usually from the grains, wheat, rye 
and corn. Before men learned to 
use ovens, bread was baked in hot 
ashes. 

Whole wheat flour is made of the 
entire wheat grain except the bran 
covering. Graham flour is made 


from the unbolied wheat, or that which 
has not been passed through the silk 
bolting cloth which 
and takes out all but the finest flour. 
The bran left in the graham flour is 
healthful, though it is not nutritious. 
It is an interesting item that 
composed of pure silica, the same ma- 
terial that glass is made of. 

It is the gluten in flour that is 
nutritious and is the flesh-forming 
substance. Gluten is a_ splendid 
muscle builder and should be eaten 
by those desiring wholesome food. If 
the heart of grain is removed as well 
as the outer coverisg of the

Many Immigrants Expected 


Sixteen Steamship Lines Will Assist 
In Bringing New Comers to 
Canada 

Vessels of 16 steamship lines will 
assist in bringing to Canada this year 
the greatest number of immigrants 
that have come to this country since 
before the war, it has been announced 
by Canadian National Railways of 
cials at Winnipeg.

2 tablespoonfuls melted butter or

Golden Text.—Jehovah is with us;

The Text Explained and Illumined 

I. The Rebellion of the People, 
verses 1-4. Moses sent out Caleb 
and eleven others to explore the 
Promised Land. The ability of the 
Israelites to enter it had never been 
based on human resources; was it to 
be thus based now? “The land was 
ready for the people, but were the 
people ready for the land? The re- 
port which Caleb and his compeers 
were to bring was to decide, not a 
question of geography, but a question 
of philosophy.

During his address to the
